Racial Issue Dims U.S. Image Abroad

HELSINKI - Delayed - Ra- 
cial explosions in the U.S. are 
havinf reverberations in Europe 
and in the minds of many are 
doing nothing for the American 
image Uncle Sam has been try­ 
ing to create for himself. 
I spent hours with a small 
group of Danish newsmen in 
Copenhagen trying to give them 
* better understanding of o u r 
problem. Prom my viewpoint, it 
proved a frustrating discussion. 
They found it difficult to equate 
C-S. principles and altruism with 
what they considered the harsh 
realities. I haven't the slightest 


doubt that their attitudes ars ra­ 
ther widely shared. 
Rare in Helsinki the same is­ 
sue has come in for considerable 
discussion* during the short time 
we American newspaper editors 
en route to Russia and the Cur­ 
tain countries are here. 
Knowledgeable Finns dont like 
us less for our racial troubles. 
But like people in Denmark and 
elsewhere this whole race ques­ 
tion and the disturbances it has 
generated seems to many Finns 
something of an impossible and 
an uncomprehendible incongruity. 


U.S. Ambaasador Carl T. Row­ 
an. who assumed command of the 
Embassy only a week ago. made 


this observation when, at a press 
conference, he was asked about 
the disturbances in Birmingham: 
"You ask why the Negro should 
meet resistance. Because, admit­ 
tedly a problem of racial prej­ 
udice exists in my country. You 
find prejudice wherever there 
are people beset by ignorance and 
fear — I have traveled enough 
to know that every country has 
its quota of ignorant or fearful 
people. 
"The difference is that ma n y 
countries do not have large visible 
minorities on which to manifest 
their prejudices. Or they hide 
their problems. My country does 
have a big, visible minority and 
it is trying to meet the problem 


openly and before the eyes of the 
world. 
"Finally, let me say that this 
struggle in our country is of 
world wide significance, for we 
are trying to prove that we can 
form a society in which people 
af all races and creeds can live 
under conditions of m u t u a l 
respect and equality of opportun­ 
ity. If we succeed, we shall have 
set an important example for a 
divided world. 
"So let me conclude by saying 
that while I will not try to alibi 
away the Birmingham problem, 
I do not discuss the racial situa­ 
tion with shame. I am proud of 
the solid progress that we have 
made over the past 30 years.

The ambassador, who served 
two years as special assistant un­ 
der Secretary of State Rusk be­ 
fore being assigned to his present 
mission, made his remarks only 
a few days ago before a group 
of Finnish newspapermen follow­ 
ing presentation of his creden­ 
tials to President Kekkonen. 
There followed the inevitable 
reaction in terms of a question 
discussed in some private and 
semi-official circles:

SAN MEGO, Calif. (UM) - President Kennedy 
today called for an educational system which would 
guarantee equal opportunity for a Long Island bank­ 
er's son and the offspring of an Alabama Negro share­ 
cropper. 
"Our goal must be an educa­ 
tional system in the spirit of in­ 
dependence. a system in which 
all are created equal — a system 
in which every child, whether 
born a banker’s son in a Long 
Island mansion, or a Negro share­ 
cropper’s son in an Alabama cot­ 
ton field, has every opportunity 
for an education that his abilities 
and character deserve," the Chief 
Executive said in an address for 
commencement exercises at S a n 
Diego State College where he also 
received an honorary degree. 
Kennedy flew here this morn­ 
ing from El Paso, Tex. After the 
college ceremony he planned to 
embark on the aircraft carrier 
Kitty Hawk for an overnight 
cruise off the coart of Southern 
California.

VATICAN CITY (UPI) - A 
steady 
f l ow 
of 
humanity 
streamed part tha bier of Pope 
John XXIII all night and into to­ 
day hi numbers that were expect­ 
ed to go well beyond a million. 
Some said the figure would ap­ 
proach two million. 
As the throngs paid their re­ 
spects at the rate of more than 
30.000 an hour, the last will and 
testament of the late Pope was 
disclosed. In it, he wrote that he 
had awaited "simply and happily 
the arrival of sister death" and 
asked that his final burial place 
be in the Basilica of St. John in 
Lateran. 
He also left "what little goods 
that with His (God’s) help I man­ 
aged to accumulate" to the throe 
surviving brothers and a sister. 
As the final hours of the lying 
in-state period neared their end, 
the crush of the crowd was tre­ 
mendous. 
Premie* Last Glimpse 
Tha throngs who came to __ 
the body of the late Pope and 
were not able to enter the vast 
basilica before its dose at 5 p.m. 
(12 noon EDT) were promised an 
opportunity for a last glimpse. 
About a half hour a f t e r the 
doors close, the red and gold- 
dressed remains were to be 
brought out to the steps of St. 
Peter’s before being placed in 
the grottoes below the church for 
interim interment. 
Following the last display out­ 
side, the body was to be taken 
back inside the huge basilica and 
then encased In three caskets — 
the first of cypress, the second 
of lead and the third of elm. 
As the hours dragged by, the 
flow of faithful, tourists and just 
plain curious did not slow down, 
but continued in the seemingly 
endless procession that started 
when the doors of the huge basili­ 
ca first swung open Wednesday 
morning. 
In fact, during this afternoon, 
police said the rata of movement 
through the basilica had been 
possible a last glimpse of the re- 
mains of the 01-year-old Pope 
John lying on a red-draped cats-

VATICAN CITY (UPI) - Pope 
John XXIII, in his last will and 
testament released today, said he 
awaited “simply and happily the 
arrival of sister death** and asked 
that his final burial place be in 
the Basilica of St. John in Later- 
an. 
“What little goods that with 
His (God’s) help I managed to 
accumulate,’’ the Pontiff wrote, 
should be given to his three sur­ 
viving brothers and a sister. 


“Born poor, but honored by 
humble people, I am particularly 
happy to die pour.** 
Hie last will and testament was 
started in 1925 and was last 
brought up to date on Sept IS, 
1961. It was about 900 words long. 
The Pontiff asked that when the 
restoration of the Basilica of St 
John iii Lateran he had ordered 
was completed, his body be bur­ 
ied there along with other popes 
and saints who have it as their 
final resting place. 


St. John in Lateran, in a work­ 
ing class section of Rome, is the 
mother church of Christendom 
and is senior even to St. Peter’s 
Basilica, where most popes are 
buried. 
Tradition says it dates back to 
the employer Constantine. 
It had always been the Pope’s 
own church. 


In the most recent part of the 
testament he said, “I await and 
will welcome simply and happily 
the arrival of sister death in the 
circumstances that it pleases the 
Lord to send her to me.** 


And, speaking about his worldly 
goods, he said that “to my be­ 
loved family . . . I cannot leave 
but a great and most very spe­ 
cial blessing with the invitation to 
maintain that fear of God which 
made them so dearly lovable to 
nu, even though simple and mod­ 
est. without having to blush for 
them.’* 


The surviving three brothers 
and sister were at the Pope’s 
bedside when he died on Monday 
evening following four days of 
tremendous spiny. 
“I thank God for his grace of 
poverty to which I vowed myself 
in my youth, poverty of spirit, as 
the priest of the Sacred Heart, 
and real poverty which lifted me 
to never ask anything, neither po­ 
sition nor money nor favors, 
never, neither for myself nor for 
my relatives and friends.*' 


ored the Soldiers who died in the 
Allied invasion of Europe which 
started 19 years ago.

The same is true at Utah 
Beach, the other principal Amen 
can landing area, and Sword, 
Juno and Gold beaches where 
British and Canadians stormed 
ashore into a hail of German fire. 
Caon, St. Lo, Falaise, Vire, Is- 
igny and other Normany towns 
which 
suffered 
almost 
‘etal 
destruction in the fighting have 
been completely rebuilt. 


The main ceremonies today 
commemorated the British and 
Canadian share in the D-Day 
landings, under a plan for em­ 
phasis in alternate years. Last 
year the ceremonies centered 
around the American role.
